The man who goes on the land is 
not free to buy what he neds in the 
cheapest market, nor to sell his pro-| 
ducts in the highest: -He pays more 
for goods atid gets less, owing to the 
tariff. It is peculiar that, in a coun- 
try where it is so desirable to. get 
people on the land, this should be a 
fact, yet such Ig the condition. Then, 
if he wants to borrow money on mort- 
gage, which is very apt to be the case, 
he must pay a relatively high rate. In 
Saskatchewan the best. mortgage com- 
panies fixed long ago on a minimum 
of 9 per cent., and it is yet to be:.de-]. 
monstrated that a grain grower is 
able.to pay such a price for long-term 
funds. The late F. W. Green, one of 
the most competent farmers who have 
lived in Saskatch>wan, gaid that ‘the 
charge was an impossible one and 
that if he was beginning lifé again, he 
would start with a spade and a hen, 
and never borrow a dollar. Age 

Down beneath these - difficulties -of- 
the tariff, the trancportation charges, |’ 
high cost of money, etc.; there is the 
fundamental question of the soil it- 
self. The man who g0és on the land 
must, even in this favored country, 
buy the right to go on it. | This pro- 
blem is the real nut which. civilization 
has yet to crack, and the time will 
come when it will ba aa nressing in 
the: prairie country as it fa in Eng- 
land. 

In spite of these great handicaps, 
large numbers of prairie farmers have 
succeeded. ©These have been men of 
good judgment and business ability, 
who possess qualities which make for 
success everywhere. Beneath them, 
however, theré is a yery large class-of 
men who come: near to success, and 
who, if' they had..some expert.advice 
and agsistance,. would succeed abso- 
lutely. It is at this point that the 
council of agriculture and commerce 
comes in. The council will co-oper- 
ate with the farmer, who is liable to 
fail by..a narrow margin, and, if pos- 
sible, will help him to win a complete 
success.. ‘ If this desirable result. can 
be secured it will Mot matter much 
what the term is which is used to de- 
scribe;the process.—Free Press.

By far the greatest number of 
losses were sustained by the Prus- 
sians. It is reported that the Prussians 
alone have lost. more: than 2,000,000 
men up to this date.

Inspector’s Report on | 
Frank Public School 


The following is the Inspector's Report 
to the Trustees of his official visit to the 
Frank School, September 28rd and 24th, 
1915: 

On the above dates I visited Frank 
school and have the: honour to report at 
dollows: 

(a). Miss Jean Caller is in. charge cf} 


‘enrolled at the. time of my visit. The 
pupils are divided into four classes gtad- 
ed according to their standing and the 
length of time in school. 
has a genial. sympathetic manner which 
appeals to young children, and t! 
every evidence that the pupils enterisitien 
a kindly feeling for their teacher. The fF; 
work in this room showed very fair pro- 
gress, but the efficiency was greatly de- 
creased by the absence of. proper pa 
mary equipment. ‘ ‘ 

Provided with this equipment Miss 
Calder could arrange her work to better 
advaiitage, and could improve the effi- 
por of her régm ‘by giving more time 
for p ration for her class work. 

On the whole the work in this room 
was satisfactory, 

(b). Miss Bertha Allen’ has charge of 
‘Grades II. and III. jr., with a totaloum- 
ber enrolled of 41 pupils.” She has taken 
a part of her University course, and has, 
received also a second class interim cer- 
tificate from an Alberta Nornial school. 
Educationally she should be. well quali- 
fied for the position she holds. - 

| She had been in the school only a few 

days when I visited her room, and hence 
the standing of the classes was due to the 
work of her predecessor, I devoted there- 
fore more time in this room to an exain- 
ination of the teacher's methods and ca- 
pabilities. 

I found her genial in manner sak 
sympathetic towards the pupils and anx- 
ious to assist them in every way that 
would contribute toward their. progress. 
She needs more self-confidence, 
she develops this, she will retain control 
of her room‘and give excellent service. 
She had not become fully ‘acquainted 
with her room and was: somewhat ner; 
vous under inspection ; hence I did not 
sec her most. effective work, but I felt 
certain that if she proved a: ¢ ha 
disciplinarian she would be successf 
other respects. }

Germans See They Are Not the Whole 
Thing . 


Very significant at this time is the 
publication in the. leading Roman 
Catholic organ, the Kolnische Volks- 
zeiung, of a rebuke addressed by one 
of the army chaplains to the arm chair | 
fire-eaters at home. He declares 
that many of the letters written from 
the homes of Germany to the husbands 
and sons in the field disgust and dis- 
hearten the soldiers at the front, the 
best of whom are tired of the bitter 
losses and terrible sufferings caused 
py the war. He denounces the habit 
of classing Germans as supermen, and 
Says that the German troops at the 
front have learned to respect their 
foes: 89, that they do not echo many 
of the’sentiments expressed by their 
ultra—patriotic friends and relatives at 
home. The whole letter is really an 
appeal for less war enthusiasm and 
mors reasonable appreciation of the 
point of view ‘of Germany’s foes. This, 
too, would have been impossibe six 
months ago. 

Jt is the rise in the cost of living, 
and especially in the price of food, 
that increases more.than anything 
else the growth of war weariness. A 
remarkably outspoken comment on 
the food question which appeared in 
the Socialist Vorwarts was as fol-
